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PARKER FAMILY OF AYRSHIRE & GLASGOW, SCOTLAND 


The oldest surviving Parker forebear on record is ashi 


Our families came from around Beith, Stewarton, Kilwinning, Irvine 
and Stevenson in northern Ayrshire, and around Abbey, Renfrew, 
Kilbarchan and Lochwinnoch in Renfrewshire Both counties are 
south-west of Glasgow. 


This work is dedicated to my great great grandparents Archibald 
Parker and Martha Davidson. Archibald was born on 16 June 1820 
in Glasgow, Scotland. He had the great courage to migrate to New 
South Wales around 1850 by himself, most likely to escape the 
grinding poverty of being a coalminer’s son. I suspect he was a 
sailor who “jumped ship” in Sydney. He married Martha Davidson 
on 3 December 1856 in Cooma, NSW. born 11 
June 1834 in Sydney. I am proud to say she was -born 
Australian in my family. :) Martha's mother was a feisty, little irish 
girl called Mary Ann Maguire, born 16 December 1815 in Dublin. 
She had arrived in Sydney on 10 August 1832, per the Red Rover. 
Mary Ann became pregnant when just 17 years 9 months old to 
James Davidson, a clerk. When Martha was just 12 months old, 
Mary Ann was thrown into gaol for fighting for maintenance for the 
illegitimate Martha, instigated by James Davidson. 

James Davidson probably got sick and tired of Mary Ann Maguire 
pursuing and harassing him around the streets of Sydney. I guess in 
the end he paid her and daughter Martha Davidson's passage to 
Dublin, just to get rid of them and stop the constant embarrassment 
she was causing him. 

Quite remarkably, Martha Davidson migrated back to Sydney from 
Ireland, arriving on 21 November 1849 on the "orphan ship" William 
& Mary. The ship's record for Martha shows: a 14 year old 
laundress; mother "living in Dublin"; no mention of father; it clearly 
states Martha was born in Sydney. 


Archie and Martha Parker settled in the Manaro region of southern 
NSW. Their son Joseph won the Sydney Lottery and bought a farm 
bordering on the Snowy River. 

He named it “Woodside” after the small town which lay 2km north 
of Beith, Ayrshire. Woodside is still on the Australian local 
ordinance map, and the original farmhouse consisting of two tiny 
rooms and a large chimney is still standing. The Woodside estate 
near Beith was originally quite large and spread down into the 
parish of Kilwinning. 

Ayrshire, Scotland: During the 1700s, it had many very small coal 
mines where up to 12 coalminers worked together. Ayrshire 
coalmining areas: Largs and Beith (north), Galston, Muirkirk and 
new Cumnock (East) and Girvan and Dalmellington (South). The 
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larger mines only came into existence after the 1840s. There wasn’t 
much coal there compared to the rest of Scotland. Many Parker’s in 
Lanark, Ayrshire. 

Glasgow: Govan 6200 acres in size, the Gorbals (28 acres) was a 
part of it; Tradestown and Hutchisontown had cotton bleaching and 
printing factories. 

‘Woodside’ one mile from Beith, and at many other places in 
Scotland. 


LESLIE PARKER. 
Died 31 December 1926 at Weaner Yard Crossing, Victoria River 
Downs Station, NT. 
This is a letter by Douglas Parker to Jean Bellion, nee Parker, dated 
August 1999. 
Dear Aunty Jean, 

I visited Leslie’s (Parker, her father's) grave on the Victoria 
River last December. It is an incredibly harsh land. It was amazing 
that I went there in summer, because it was so bloody hot, just like 
it was when Leslie died there. The Weaner Crossing is a very 
isolated spot. The first time I tried to get in there, I had to turn back 
after my car could not get through the bogs on the track and after 
two hours walking in 45 degree heat (it was only mid morning) got 
me nowhere. I felt how Leslie had died from heat exhaustion. I was 
very depressed for the next few days, as I drove to W.A. 

Three days later I went back to Victoria River Downs, and 
arrived there after sunset. I thought I might get through this time 
because the roads had dried out quite a bit. I knew my only chance 
of getting to Leslie’s grave was to set out early in the morning. I left 
VRD station at 4.30 am. By 6.30 am I had made it to the Weaner 
Crossing. I walked two miles down the river, and found several 
mounds which could have been Leslie’s grave. By the time I got 
back to the Crossing it was around 10.30 am, and the sun was 
blisteringly hot. 

The Weaner Crossing is a beautiful oasis in the middle of a 
dry, barren non- forgiving land. I became overwhelmed by the 
thought that Leslie had died of heat exhaustion. It was a beautiful 
moment for me, as I spoke to my grandfather in that distant, lonely 
place. Maybe I will be the only family member ever who will look for 
Leslie's grave? The men at VRD Station thought I had no way of 
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getting through to the crossing, but I guess they don’t know much 

about the Parker’s. 

Iam returning the documents you sent me some time ago. 

Also included is some of my research: 

e Map of Weaner Crossing on the Victoria River, where Leslie died. 

e Sydney newspaper report of Leslie’s death. 

e Copy of Leslie’s war record. It was difficult to find out what 
happened to him in the ‘crossed out sections’. On my first visit to 
the Army Archives they told me it was forbidden to open a sealed 
section. I went back the next week, and when they weren’t 
looking I opened them up. I had that right! He was my 
grandfather. It really shouldn’t shock you but Leslie got a 
venereal disease, as most of the men going to France to their 
deaths contracted. 

In the next couple of months I will send you our family tree, 
which in some cases I have already traced back to the 1750s.

Buried at 
Gegedzerick Cemetery, Berridale. Manaroo Mercury: ‘100 persons 
attended to pay their last respects.’ She ‘had a long and painful 
illness of some 14 months.’

When his children were 10 
years old they were sent out to shepherds huts to look after the 
sheep, as there were no fences. No hair, quite short, wore a wig. 
Fast sheep counter. Owned Woodside Station, at Matong near 
Dalgety, and later had a newsagency in Coogee, Sydney. Died with 
£10,800 estate. Their first son, Hugh Archibald Davidson Parker, 
born 11 Mar 1894, died 27 Sep 1917 at Passiondale, France. 
Joseph’s children ‘blew’ the flats and the newsagency. Martha 
looked after Janet’s children. Janet, crippled by arthritis had ‘legs 
like boards.’ Archie McGlinn, new business manager Nat Mutual, 
son of Janet, died on Burma railway, WWII.

The Miller Family of Monk Castle 


The lands of Monk Castle and Craigmill, which were formerly part 
of the monastery of Kilwinning, were purchased in 1723 by 
Alexander Miller, a merchant and burgess of Glasgow. Alexander 
died shortly after, and the property passed to his elder brother, 
William. William Miller married Jean Nimmo of Bridgehouse in 
Linlithgow in 1727, acquiring through this marriage Netherhill 
House, in the parish of Torpichen. He died in 1757 at the age of 97, 
leaving two sons. The estate passed to the elder son, William, who 
in 1773 married Agnes Cunninghame, daughter of George 
Cuninghame of Monkredding. Agnes inherited one third of the 
estate of Monkredding when her brother, Fergusson Cuninghame, 
died without heir.On William’s death in 1802, he was succeeded by 
his only child, William Alexander Miller (known as Alexander). 
Alexander Miller married (Miss!) William Warner, daughter of 
Patrick Warner of Ardeer, and had nine children. He died in 1828, 
and was succeeded by his eldest son, William.William Miller was 
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born in 1801. He was a member of the Faculty of Advocates, a 
commissioner of supply in Ayr, and provincial grand master of the 
Freemasons in Ayr. He married Anna Maria Campbell in 1830 and 
had three sons and two daughters. The two older sons died young, 
and upon the death of 

William Miller in 1846, the estate passed to his youngest son, 
William Campbell Miller. William Campbell died intestate at the age 
of fifteen in 1857. 


I have no further information concerning the disposition of the 
Monk Castle estates. William Campbell was survived by his mother 
and at least one of his two sisters. At the time of his death his town 
residence was Saxe Coburg Hall, Edinburgh, and the following 
properties were listed in the inventory of his estate: 


Baidlandhill and Windyedge in the parish of Dalry. 

Hill of Fergushill, Kilwinning parish 

Craighead, Craighead Mill 

High Monkcastle, Low Monkcastle, 

Hillend, Mansion House Grange, Cottages at Old House, 
Crofthead, Heatterhill, Bannock and Monkridden House. 


Monk Castle 


A roofless tower-house in the Cunninghame district of North 
Ayrshire, Monk Castle is located in woodland to the west of the 
A737 trunk road on the right bank of the River Garnock, 1% miles (2 
km) south of Dalry and 2% miles (4 km) north of Kilwinning. It 
comprises a single block of two-storeys and an attic, with a square 
stair-tower projecting from the centre which is a storey higher, 
giving the castle a T-plan. Monk Castle dates from the 16th century 
and was a property of Kilwinning Abbey. The castle and its lands 
may have passed to the Hamiltons after the Reformation and the 
property was bought by Alexander Miller, a Glasgow merchant, in 
1723. His family built Monk Castle House nearby in 1820, while a 
fire-clay mine operated to the northwest supplying clay to the 
Douglas Firebrick Company until 1945.
